initial steps in getting the project underway were taken In 
a matter of hours after the bid of S314,462 was awarded to the 
T. M. Page Corp. of Monrovia. The first meeting of the U. S. En- 
gmeers and construction company engineers was held last Thuxs- 

ay for the purpose of outlining safety measures to be taken as 
the work progresses. 

On Friday afternoon equip¬ 
ment was moved into the Au- 
, burn and Bailey areas and by 
Tuesday construction imple¬ 
ments were ready at Carter 
Canyon. Clearing of brush and 
trees and the erection of a 
field office at the corner of 
Carter and Lima were outlined 
as preliminary phases of the 
work to be started before ac¬ 
tual construction begins. 

Specifications for the debris 
basins call for completion of 
the spillways to handle flood 
waters by December 1, and the 
completion of the entire project 
by December 15. Bailey will be 
enlarged to a capacity of 120,- 
000 cubic yards and Auburn and 
Carter basins will have capaci¬ 
ties of 32,000 and 30,000 cubic 
yards .respectively. - 
It is hoped that most of the 
work can be done during day¬ 
light hours, but, if necessary, 
some night hours will be used 
to finish the project on time, 
Col. Arthur C. Frye, Jr., district 
officer of the U. S. Army Corps 
of Engineers, said this week. 
When the construction of the 
discharge tunnel at Bailey is 
started it will necessitate the 
hauling of concrete in trucks 
through Sierra Madre streets. 
Col. Frye asks the public’s fore- 
bearance in these two matters 
which may at times be irritat¬ 
ing to residents living in the 
areas of the canyons. 

The general supplemental ap- 
propriations bill, including 
$1,000,000 for stepped-up flood 
control measures in the foot¬ 
hill areas and $375,000 forest 
fire prevention funds for use in 
the Angeles National Forest 
area, was passed a month ago 
and signed by President Eisen¬ 
hower two weeks later . 

Congressman Hiestand said 
the bill which appropriates 
funds for the building of the 
debris basins now instead of 
two years hence as had been 
originally planned, is the result 
of a long hard fight, requiring 
constant alertness to prevent 
shelving of the appropriation 
applicable to the local area. He

MRS. NOREN EATON 
PROTESTS USE OF 
CHLORINE IN WATER 

A letter from Mrs. Noren Ea¬ 
ton protesting the use of chlo¬ 
rine in the water was read at 
Tuesday night’s Council meet¬ 
ing- Mrs. Eaton pointed out 
that the use of the disinfectant 
is ruining the taste of the wa¬ 
ter and is destroying plants, 
lawns and flowers. 

City Administrator Bevington 
reported that the chlorination 
equipment does not always 
function properly and that some 
days more chlorine is present 
than others. He also said that 
the City is operating under in¬ 
structions from the State and 
County Health departments in 
its use. 

He promised an early investi- 
gation of the situation to deter¬ 
mine whether or not more 
modifications of the amount of 
chlorine can be made. 


Parents of children attending 
the new Sierra Mesa school at 
Highland and Canon patroled 
the immediate vicinity of the 
school when it opened yester¬ 
day in protest against the adja¬ 
cent unprotected private swim¬ 
ming pool.

Spectators never get half the 
thrill out of anything that par¬ 
ticipants do, and a community 
doesn’t get half the kick out of 
any other show that it does out 
of a good local talent show.

Chemistry Award to 
Local Caltech Man 

Dr. Norman R. Davidson, 318 
E. Laurel, associate professor of 
chemistry at the California In¬ 
stitute of Technology, has been 
chosen 1954 recipient of the 
California Section Award of the 
American Chemicals Society, it 
was announced this week. 

The award is made annually 
to a young chemist, residing in 
the 11 western states, who has 
done his major work in the 
west. Presentation of a gold 
medal will be made at a dinner 
to be held Oct. 11 in the San 
Francisco Bay area. 

Mr. Davidson is specifically 
to be recognized for his investi¬ 
gations of the rates of very fast 
chemical reactions. This study, 
which has been his major re¬ 
search project at Caltech, in¬ 
volves reactions that take place 
in less than a thousandth of a 
second. He has done pioneer¬ 
ing work in developing tech¬ 
niques to initiate and study 
such reactions. 

Professor Davidson has been 
a member of Caltech faculty 
since 1946 where he teaches 
both freshman and graduate 
courses in addition to carrying 
on his study of fast chemical 
reactions and investigations of 
the properties of complexions 
in solution.
